In the 
next place a score of 13 to nine Is not a very de- 
rive score—chance may have had everything to 
lo with it. 
But trifles like that do not bother 


he old woman a little bit when hey are set and 
Teterminecl on having- folks believe that weather 
drafts and wet feet are somehow concerned in 
jau-sing disease. The insignificant experiments of 
Miller and Noble have been cited a score of times 
by tho agencies of the propaganda to establish 
the entity of "Colds." and cited in such a way 
as to make the uninitiated reader think that some 
scientific evidence had been educed by Miller and 
Noble. The Noble-Miller" experiment has been cited 
as an authoritative bit of evidence by a great num- 
ber of people who have hoped to set me right 
on this hygienic question.

pis lekaruv ceskych. Prague. Jan. 31 1925, he re- 
views the war statistics as an enormous experi- 
ment in. the effects of exposure.

ure occurred more frequently among soldiers than 
in peace time, altho exposure to frost, wind', damp- 
ness and wet clothes was extreme enough to am- 
ount to a great hardship to the soldiers. Chodoun- 
sky feels that man endures these hardships -well 
and without suffering any disease therefrom.

commend Chodounsky's observations to the clique

Make Use 
Of Wjreless?

Tho realization, slnco tho discovery 


of wireless telephony, that there arc 
media capable of transmitting vibra- 
tions the very existence of which was 
previously unsuspected,

lionized our ideas of natural forest. 


No one now can deny that these 


forces exist and that In a -very few- 
years wo have learned how to control 
though not g«nerate-thoni.

Hardy quit writing novels because of 
the way in which "Jude the

scure" was recelved-by the critics. I 
have my .doubts about this but it is 
interesting >o review the 
circum- 


stance*. 
"Jude the Obscuro" is one of the 


"big 
trio" among the Hardy novels, 


the other 1wo being "Toss of the 
D'Urbervllles" and "The Return o the 
Xative." Those three are generally 
considered the high water mark reach- 
ed by the art of Thomas Hardy in 
fiction. Recently a very Intelligent per- 
son wrote me, "I almost daily find 
delight in "Jude the Obscure." And 
there are thousands of others who fool 
the same way about it. 


For thoss -who have not read the 


book a warning is necessary. Looked 
at from one point of View, "Jude the 
Obscure" Is one of the most disagree- 
able books in the English language. 
Anyone who leans at all to tho Polly- 
anna type of literature should care- 
fully stear clear of it. But > perhaps 
the -warning is not necessary after 
all because anyone who is likely to 
read Thomas -Hardy knows iabout 
what to expect.

county about $10.000 a year for main- 
tenance, but if these roads were 
placed on the county trunk' system

which often causes a. losi to the com- 
munity of $5,000,000 ft day. 


Scientists have concluded that while 


Is was Impossible altogether to abol- 
ish focr. «xs provided by nature. It Is 
possible to have comparatively cleaner 
onos by dolns; away with tho soft 
coal smoUo evil caused by some 4»000,- 
000 to 5.000,000 smoking chimneys. 


Officials of tho Coal Smoke Abate- 


ment society estimated recertiy that 
there were 600.000 Inhabited houses 
In London nearly every room of which 
Including the kitchen, has Its open 
fire place by which the homes are 
heated. These fires pour their Quota 
of dirt and soot Into the air all day 
long and far Into tho night. Ordinarily 
the soot is carried off by elements, 
but when a heavy fog sets In the 
particles remain suspended In the at- 
mosphere, shutting out the sun en- 
tirely, and turn daylight into dark- 
ness. Clean fogs could not do this.

recent fog here, which 


lasted the better part of three days 
as most of them do. scientists estim- 
ated that there were from 250 to 800 
tons of soot floating about in the air 
within the London area.

Minneapolis—Mammoths and masto- 


dons, numbering thousands, which 
once roamed tho western plains of 
America,.penetrating: to Alaska and as 
far east as New York, died under the 
blight of somo mysterious power of 
nature, something that the science of 
man has hot yet been able to discover, 
according to Prof. Clinton R. Stauffer, 
geologist at 
the University of Min- 


nesota. Not only the Xorth American 
elephant, but the horse and the fierce 
saber-toothed tiger, died and vanished 
In a way that has not been explained. 


Three natural 
assumptions, that 


they died because of climatic changes: 
that their proper food vanished, or 
that man slew them must all be aban- 
doned. Dr. Stauffer declares. 


"At least some of these creatures 


lived into post-glacial times when the 
climate was much what It is now. and 
all could stand temperature even 
colder than those of the modern agd," 
says Dr. Sauffer. In the stomach of 
a mammoth found frozen in Siberia, 
where he had died, was a meal of veg- 
etation such as still grows. He was 
the same type of animal that lived 
in Xorth America. 
Primitive man 


lived when these creatures did, but 
with his small numbers and crude 
weapons, he stood as much in danger 
of them as they did of him. He did 
not slaughter them as his successors 
did the bison. 


KILLED BY PEST 


"The only modern parallel for such 


a disappearance in North America is 
that of the passenger pigeons. Man 
slaughtered these by the millions, but 
it has never been established that this 
carnage alone caused their final ex- 
tinction. 


Dr. Stauffer inclines to the belief 


that a. pestilence caused the disappear- 
ance of the mammoth, tiger and horse, 
although he sees no reason why all 
should have succumbed to the same 
disease, nor does he think they all 
passed at the same time. But they did 
all live at the same time, and all 
vanished, possibly 100.000 years ago. 
The horse alone repopulated part of 
North America after escaping from. 
Spanish invaders in the sixteenth cen- 
tury. He then proceeded to flourish 
greatly.
